It is ex- 
ceeding populous, and has the beft Inland 
Trade of any Town in Germany: Their 
Streets, Squares, and Market-Places {pa- 
cious, well-built, and many of them ac- 
commodated and adorned with Fountains ; 
and the River runs through the Middle of 
it, which turns a great Number of Iron, 
Corn, and Paper-Mills within the Town.

Original In- * H E original Inhabitants of Nations, 

Bebuance, any further than that they were all 
peopled by the Pofterity of Noab, is mere 
Conje@ture ; and as many Hiftorians have 
given us their Thoughts of the firft Co- 
lonies that poficiled Germany, as well as 
other Parts of the World, I thall beg 
Leave to be indulged fo far in this Place 
as to obferve, what to me feems the moft 
probable Opinion as to the planting this 
and other Nations. 

I rake it for granted, that the Sur- 
face of the Earth was covered with Water 
{omething above 4000 Years ago, as Sa- 
cred Hiftory informs us, fince this Fact is 
corroborated by Profane Hiftory, and by 
univerfal Tradition; and ftill more, becaufe 
we have not (except Mo/es’s Account of the 
Creation, &c.) the leaft Notice of any Thing 
that happened before that Time ; and that 
every / Art and Science has been difcovered 
during that Period; and, laftly, becaufe 
none have Been able to give us a more na- 
tural and rational Account of thofe, early 
Ages than the Scripture does. 

ADMITTING therefore, that Nozh’s 
Family firft poffeffed the Mountains of 
Armenia, Caucafus and Arrarat, now 
called the Dagefan Mountains, between 
the Cafpian and Euxine Seas, it is fome- 
thing more than Conjecture, that the fevera] 
T’amilies, which proceeded from NoaA, 
{pread themfelves every Way, Eaft, Wett,

moft temperate Climates: And there is all 
the Reafon in the World to believe, that 
other Colonies travelled Eaftward, to India 
and China, becaufe we find thofe Countries 
as well peopled as thofe which lice Weft of 
Mefopotamia. The greateft Difficulty is to 
account for their travelling North, and 
planting Scythia, a cold, barren Country, 
covered with Snow, which had very little 
to induce them to fettle there ; and yet we 
have the concurrent Teftimony of moft 
Hiftorians, that Scythia (the prefent Tar- 
tary) was as well, if. not better peopled 
than any of the more temperate Climates. 
It is not to be difputed but that every Nation, 
‘fituate in the Northern temperate Zonc, has 
been over-run and fubdued by the Scythrans 
or Tartars of the North, even from Cdina, 
the moft Eaftern Extremity of this Con- 
tinent, to Spain, the Weftern Extremity ; 
and moft of them have at this Day Mo- 
narchs of Scythian or Turtqgrian Extrac- 
tion, which is an Event I fhall endeavour 
to account for. 

Ir _ is very natural to fuppofe, if we had 
no Evidence of the Fact, that the frit 
Thing the Pofterity of Noah confidered 
was their Security.

againft the Northern Countries being plant- 
ed fo early as is fuggefted, namely, That 
if this be truc, how comes it to pafs, that 
we mect with no Art or Science that 
flourifhed in the North till very lately ? 
To which, it may very truly be anfwered ; 
that they had no Time to fpare, to invent 
or cultivate fuch Improvements. Their 
whole Time was taken up in furnifhing 
themfelves with the Neceffaries of Life ; 
and for Superfluities, they found it much 
eafier to come at them by plundering 
their rich Southern Neighbours, than by 
railing and manufacturing them at Home 
themfelves : Like the People of Bar- 
bary, who want none of the Materials 
for Manufaturcs, which the reft of the 
World have, and yet chufe to plunder 
forcien Merchants that fail by their Coafts, 
rather than fet their People toWork. And as 
for the liberal Arts, they generally defpife 
them. From thefe Reflections, it appears 
oretty evident, that the South of Germany, 
if not the Whole, and moft of the Nations 
on this Continent, which live in temperate 
Climates, have been fubdued, if not firft 
planted from Scythia or Tartary. 

From probable Conjectures, I proceed 
to fuch Hiftorical Facts, as are generally 
agreed. Towards the latter End of the 
Roman Commonwealth, about 100 Years 
before the Chriftian Ara, the Teutones and 
Cimbri, by which J underftand the Na- 
tions on the North of Germany, thofe 
of Scandinavia to the Northward t em, 
to the Number of 500,000 Men,’ be- 
fides Women and Children; and thefe 


joined by other Adventurers in their Paf- 


fage, fell down upon Italy: But the Mili- 
tary Skill of the Romans being now at the 
Height, they were encountered by Ma- 
rius, the then Roman General, defeated 
-and difperied. Fifty Years afterwards, the 
fume Northern Powers invaded ‘Fulius Ca- 


bringing under the Roman Yoke, 


undilciplined Germans commanded by Ario- 

viflus, with his victorious Legions, drove 

them back over the Rhine again 5 on which 

Defeat they were deterred from making any 
I 























til the Reign of uguflus, when begin- 
ning to grow troublefome again, Drufus 
the Roman Gencral, adopted Son of 4u- 
gufius, fubdued all Germany as far as the 
Baltick Sea. But Quintihus Varus, who 
fucceeded Drufus, was afterwards defeated 
by the Germans, and cut to Pieces with 
three entire Legions, which Auguflus 
efteemed one of the moft unfortunate E- 
vents of his Reign; and would cry out 
like a diftracted Man, Varus, reflore me my 
Legions: And from that Time, he made 
the Rivers Riine and Danube, the Boun- 
daries of the Rowan Empire on that Side ; 
fortifying thc Shores of thofe Rivers, and 
quartering eight Legions on the Réine, and 
four upon the Danube, to oppofe the In- 
curfions of the Germans. 

From the Romans we learn that the 
antient Germans were divided into a Mul- 
titude of Tribes, and had different Forms 
of Government, fome Monarchical, others 
Ariftocratical or Democratical ; fome li- 
mited by Laws, and others abfolute ; and in 
their Wars, cither offenfive or defenfive, 
they united, and elected fome brave Man 
their General ; that in Battle, and in their 
rural Sports, they were ufually naked ; 
that they carried a Shield, a Spear, Darts, 
and other miffive Weapons; and when 
they were not in Adtion, had Mantles 
made of undrefied Skins; that they lay 
on Beds of Straw, and their Officers on 
the Skins of Bears and Wolves; that they 
lived upon Bread, Flefh, Fruit, and the 
Milk of their Flocks and Herds ; and their 
Drink was Beer, Milk, and Water; they 
knew not what Wine was, but tippled 
Strong-Beer till they were very merry. In 
thofe Days, as well as now, Men of Fi- 
gure were allowed a Plurality of Women ; 
nor were the inferior People confined to 
one, any otherwife than by their Inability to 
keep more. The Women +

fany more than their Sons under ‘twenty 
Years of Age. The eldeft Son inherited 
the whole Eftate of his Anceftors, and 
the reft_ were left_to make their Fortunes 
as they could, with fome {mall Allowance.

After them came the 
Goths, * Franks, Burgundians, Lombards, 
and Offregoths. ‘The Vandals, at length, 
fixed on the Coatt of Africa; the Goths 
in Spain; the Franks in Gaul, to which 
they gave the Name of France; and the 
' Lombards and-Oftrogoths in Italy ; and the 
Burgundians on the Weft of the Rérne, 
to which they gave the Name of Bur- 
gundy. 

SWITZERLAND and Savey were 
Provinces of Burgundy in its moft flourifh- 
ing State, and even the Kingdom of rics, 
which comprehended Dauphine and Pro- 
wence in France. The Franks yet pofteft- 
ed no more of France than the Countries 
North of the River Loyre: The Goths 
were then in Poffeflion of Languedock. 
And thus the Germans and their Northern 
Neighbours put an entire Period to the 
Roman Empire in the Reign of Auguflu- 
lus, who was depofed in the Year 472, 
and the Dominions of that Empire in the 
Weft, fhared among the feveral People al- 
ready mentioned, who were either Ger- 
mans, or Allies of the Germans. <As to 
that Part of the Roman Empire called the 
Grecian, Baftern, or Conflantinopolitan Em- 
pire, that remajned fubje@t to the Suc- 
ceffors of Conflantine, together with great 
Part of Ital, and the Coaft of Barbary, 
many hundred Years afterwards, and was not 
totally deftroyed, till the Turks took Con- 
flantinople, in the Year 1463, and fome 
fay 53; for it feems, the Year, when 
Conflantinople was taken, an Event fo late, 
and fo important, is alrcady difputed. —

| and upwards, viz. from the Year 473, to the 


Year 800, Charlemain, or Charles the Great, 
King of France, was advanced to the Im- 
perial Throne on Chrifimas-Day, Anno 800. 
He was the Son of King Pepin, and fuc- 
ceeded him in the Kingdom of France, in 
the Year 768, when Defiderius King of 
Lombardy poffeffed that Throne, who hav- 
ing infulted the Pope and Clergy of Rowe, 
and compelled them to part with a great 
deal of that Power they had ufurped, 
Charles invaded Lombardy, defeated and 
depofed Defiderius, and going afterwards 
to Rome, the Pope, who looked upon him 
as his Deliverer, declared him a Patrician, 
a Title equal almoft to that of Emperor , 
invefting him with an Authority to con- 
firm future Popes, and grant the Italian 
Bifhops the Inveftiture of their Sees; af- 
ter which the Pope {wore Allegiance to 
him upon St. Peter's Tomb. Charles, not 
to be behind-hand with the Pope in Aéts 
of Beneficence, gave the Pope a Power of 
conftituting Exarchs, or Governors, over 
the Provinces of Ancona, Bologna, Man- 
tua, Modena, Parma, Ferrara, &c. King 
Charles afterwards made a Conqueft of 
Part of Spain, of the North of Germany, 
then denominated Saxony; and Pope .4- 
drian dying, Anno 795, Leo Ill. being 
elected Pope was confirmed in the Chair 
by Charles the Great, as Patrician of Rome ; 
however, an Infurrcétion being incited 
againft Leo, by the Nephews of Pope - 
drian, he fled to Charles, then in Germa- 
ny, to implore his ProteGtion; who re- 
turning to Rome with Leo, condemned the 
Rioters to Death, but pardoned them at 
the Interceffion of the Pope; and on 
Chrifimas-Day, 800, the Pope and Senate 
of Rome conferred the Title of Roman 
Emperor on King Charles, and crowned him 
in the Church of St. Peter's, as he was at 
Mafs, ‘the People faluting him Emperor, 
at the fame Time.

This Prince was victorious in 
more than thirty Battles in Perfon, fome 
fay in feventy ; the Pope and French King 
were his Prifoners: At the fame Time he 
fubdued the Proteftant Princes,’ who had 
formed the Swmalcaldick League aghinft 
him, took the Eleétor of Saxony, and the 
Prince of Heffe Prifoners, defeated the 
Turks, and raifed the Siege of Vienna; 
and in his Reign the beft Part of mertca 
was fubdued. He was Sovereign of the 
Philippine Wands in Afia, of Part of the 
Coait of Barbary in Africa, of Spain, 
Germany, and the greateft Part of Italy 
and the Netherlands; and after a Reign of 
thirty-eight Years, refigned the Empire 
and his hereditary Dominions on the Side 
of Germany to his Brother Ferdinand, and 
Spain, Italy, the Netherlands, America, the 
Philippines, and the reft of his Territorics 
belonging to the-Crown of Spain, to his 
Son Philip Il. after which he retired into 
a Convent in Spain, where he died about 
two Years after.

There 
has of late arifen a Difpute, whether the 
Electors can chufe a King of the Romans 
in the Life-time of the Emperor, without 
the Confent of the reft of the Princes of 
the Empire; but if this be a Law of the 
Empire, it has frequently, and very lately, 
been broke through, particularly in the Cafe 
of the late Emperor ‘Yo/eph, who was chofen 
King of the Romans, by the Eleétors, in the 
Life-time of his Father Leopold, without de- 
manding the Concurrence of the Princes of 
the Empire; but asthe prefent Emperor’sSon 
is a Minor, perhaps this may alter the Cafe; 
for he may happen to afcend the Throne 
before he attains the Age of Twenty- 
eight Years, which is the Age required by 
the Laws of the Empire, that the Candi- 
dates for that Dignity fhould be of; and 
as there has been no Inftance, for feveral 
Ages, of a Minor’s being upon the Impe- 
rial Throne, it may be difputed, who shall 
be his Guardian, it that Cafe fhould hap- 
pen, and in whofe Hands the Adminiftra- 
tion fhould be lodged during his Mino- 
rity; and when that Minority (hould ceafe, 
and the Emperor: be deemed of Age to 
take the Reins of Government into his 
Hands. 

Jue EleCors, the next Princes in Dig- 
nity to the King of the Romans,eare Sc- 
vercigas in,their refpective Territories, of 
which, they,,cannot .be deprived, but -by 
the: Diet, or fuprene Council; but as they 
all {wear All¢giance'to the Emperor, they

Government is not in a Condition to com- 
pe pel them to perform their Duty, they bid 
Defiance to the Laws of the Empire. 

Tur Diet of the Empire in which the 
Legiflative Authority is lodged, confifts of 
the Emperor, the Electors, the Eccclefi- 
aftical and Temporal Princes, and the Re- 
prefentatives of the Cities and Corporate 
Bodies, who are convened by the Empe- 
ror’s Summons, and obliged by their Al- 

¢ legiance to appear at the Day and .Place 
appointed, by themfelves or their Proxies : 
Half the Affembly ufually confifts of De- 
puties, who have no Voices themfelves, 
but vote according to the Inftruétions they 
receive from their Principals ; from whence 
it proceeds, that their Diets are exceeding 
flow in their Proceedings; it frequently 
happening, that the Deputy wants Inftruc- 
tions in feveral Points propofed, and is 
obliged to fend Home for Directions how 
to a. The Dict ufually affembles at 
Ratifoon, but it has been fummoned to 
racet at other Cities: There is no Necef- 
fity of its meeting at any particular Place, 
fo as it be held within the Limits of the 
Empire. 

Tue Emperor, or the Perfon he ap- 
points to fupply his Place, propofes every 
Thing that is to be confidered in the Diet. 
No Member can introduce any Thing ; and 
the Emperor adjourns their Debates when he 
pleafes. The German Diets differ from our 
Parliaments in this, that the Concurrence 
of the Citizens and Burgeffes are not ne- 
ceflary to the making of Laws, though 
they are permitted to debate, and give their 

Opinions when any Law is propofed. 
AulickCoun- ‘Ty ERE are two Supreme Courts of Juftice 
ciland Cham- 
ber of Wetz- in Germany, from whence there lies no 
‘. Appeal, viz. the Aulick Council held at 

Vienna, and the Chamber of Spire, now 

removed to Wetzlar in Weteravia. The 

Judges of cither of thefe Courts were at 

firft fixteen in Number; but are now en- 
creafed to fifty: The Emperor names the 

Prefident and four more: Every Eleétor’ 

nominates one; and the reft are appoi ] 
by the feveral Circles or Branches of the 

Dict. They are fome of them Proteftants ; 

but the greateft Part of them Papifts. An 

Appeal lies from all inferior Courts to 


thefe, that is, from the Courts of the fe- GERMANY, 
veral Princes and States of the Empire ; —? 
and where any of the German Princes op- 
prefs their Subjects, or encroach upon 
each others Territories, a Decree of thefe 
Supreme Courts will compel them to do 
Juftice to the Injured; and have fometimes 
proceeded: to depofe the Offender, as was 
the Cafe of the late Duke of Mecklenburg, 
who introduced Ruffian Troops into his 
Territories, and opprefied his Subjects by 
heavy and illegal Taxes; and refufing to 
remedy thefe Grievances, was depofed, and 
the Adminiftration of the Goverment put 
into the Hands of his Brother. The Judges 
of thefe Courts are generally governed by 
the Civil Law and the Aéts of the Diet ; 
the Golden Bull alfo is a Direction to them 
in fome Cafes, which is a little Parchment 
Book, publifhed by Charles IV. with the 
Confent of the Princes and States of the: 
Empire, containing the Laws relating to 
the Election of the Emperor ;_ the Privi- 
leges of the Electors; the Orders to be 
obferved at all publick Solemnities; and 
the appointing Vicars during an Interreg- 
num. The Seal annexed to it, being of 
Gold, it obtained the Name of The Golden 
Bull, And though thefe Laws afe faid to 
be irrevocable; yet we find one of them 
broke through, namely, that the Eledtors 
fhould never exceed the Number Seven ; 
whereas there are Nine at this Day. 

THe Capitulatio Cefarca alfo is a Part 
of their municipal Law, whereby the 
Emperor is obliged to {wear at his-Coro- 
nation, to maintain the Privileges of the 
Electors, Princes, and other Subjeéts of 
the Empire ; that he will not alienate or 
diminifh the Revenues of the Crown, or 
bring foreign Forces’ into the Empire, 
without the Confent of the States; and, 
that he will not admit a Foreigner into any 
publick Employment ; but that all Places 
fhall be filled with Native Germans. 

“TERE are one or more Direétors in 
every Circle of the Empire, who are Ge- 
nerals of the Forces of the refpective Cir- 
cles, and execute the Decrees and Senten- 
ces of the Diets and Supreme Councils : 
They alfo affemble the Princes and States 
of their Circle to confider what Meafures

CHAP. XV. 


Of the Religion 


HE Antient Germans worthipped 
the Sun, tc whom they dedicated 
the firft Day of the Week. From the 


Moon, Monday obtained its Name; this 
Planet alfo being the Object of their Wor- 
fhip ; as was Teuzch, the German Mars, 
from whom the Tue/day received its Name. 
Woden was their Mercury ; Thor, the Thun- 
derer, their ‘fove; Freia their Venus, and 
Saturn gave Name to Saturday. Thus the 
Saxons, or Inhabitants of the North of Ger- 
many, gave the Names of the Planets to 
the Days of the Week; and as they plant- 
ed great Part of this Ifland, we their Pof- 
terity ftill retain the fame Names: They 
affembled for religious Worfhip and fa- 
crificed itt Groves, where they erected 
Arbours of Oak and Beachen Branches. 
Some are of Opinion, they did not wor- 
‘fhip Images ; but it appears, that Charie- 
main, when he made a Conqueft of Sax- 
ony, broke down the Image of a Man 
much larger than the Life; which was 
placed on a lofty Pedeftal, and worfhipped 
by them ; the Memory of which Event is 
ftill preferved among the Germans in their 
Tragedies. And fome of the Ruins of the 
vaft Pillar or Pedeftal on which it ftood, 
it is faid, are ftill remaining in the Cathe- 
dral Church of Halberfiat. 

Tue Women were admitted to the 
Prieftly Office as well as the Men; and 
both were of Noble Families, and crown- 
ed with Wreaths of Oaken Leaves, as well 
as the Sacrifice. 

Some relate, that they facrificed Men 
as well as Beafts, and eat even the Hu-

Part of the World almoft, and vifited fome 
diftant Nations inhabited by the moft 
brutifh of Mankind, myfelf, and could not 
learn that any Nation ever made Human 
Flefh their Food ; and J very much quef- 
tion, whether any Man ever chofe to tafte 
Human Filefh, though deftitute of all o- 
ther Food. 

Tue Men they facrificed, were ufually 
their Slaves or Prifoners taken in War, or 
Malefactors ; but fometimes they facri- 
ficed their Children, if we may credit the 
Roman Writers. When they facrificed a 
Beaft, the Prieft thot Arrows at the A- 
nimal till it dropped; and when they cut it 
open, infpected the Intrails ; from whence 
they pretended to foretel the Succefs of 
any Enterprife they were about to under- 
take. Tranfmigration, or a Belicf that 
their Souls fhould animate other Bodies, 
was univerfal ; and they werc fo well af- 
fured that they fhould live in another State, 
that they were not much concerned at their 
leaving this World: If their Circumftan- 
ces were bad, they would fomctimes be 
acceflary to their own Death, in which 
fome of their foolifh Pofterity in this 
Ifland, too often imitate them at this Day. 

Tue German Writers are fome of them 
of Opinion, that Chriftianity was inggo- 
duced here in the Time of the Apoftles : 
Others, that it was received here in the 
fecond Century, and then only in fuch 
Provinces as were within the Roman Pale ; 
and it appears, that fevcral Miflionaries ar- 
rived there from England in the eighth

being fupported by the Elector of Saxony, 
he propagated his Doétrincs in Brunf- 


wick-Lunenburg,  Mccklenburg, Pomera- 


nia, the Marquifate of Brandenburg, and 


the Landgravate of Hefé, and in moft 
of the Imperial Cities, who drew up a 


Proteftation, containing the Points wherein 
they differed from the Church af Rome ; 
which they prefented to the Imperial 


Chamber at Spire, Anno 1529, and from 
The next 
Year, they delivered a Confeffion of their 
Faith to the Diet at ug/burg, called the 
Augfourg Confeffion, from which refufing 


thence were called Proteftants. 


to recede, a Civil War cnfued, in which 


the Emperor Charles V. took the Part of 


the Catholicks. This War continued till 
the Year 1552, when the Empcror thought 
fit to grant the Proteftants a Toleration at 
Paffau, which was confirmed at Aug/burg 
in 1555. All Germany would, probably, 
have become Proteftants, if the Reformers 
had not fallen out among themfelves. 
ZUINGLIUS, whoconverted the Swstz- 
ers, differed with Luther about the Sacra- 
ment of the Lord’s Supper, declaring that 
the Elements of Bread and Wine were on- 
ly gymbols, by which our Saviour’s Paf- 
fion was commemorated ; whereas Luther 
held the Doétrine of Confubftantiation, 
i. ¢. That whoever received the Elements, 
reccived the Body and Blood of Chrift with 
them.  Yohn Calvin efpoufed the Opinion 
of Zuinglius, adding the Doétrine of Pre- 
deftination ; that every Thing was decreed 
‘from Eternity, and Men had no Freedom 
of Choice; and with fuch Warmth were 
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Luther and Calvin became mortal Ene- 
mies. France, Scotland, the Low-Coun- 


tries, and Part of Germany profeffed Cal- 
vinifm, while Denmark, Sweden, and other 


Parts of Germany adhered to the Doétrines 
of Luther : But much the greateft Part of 
the Empire ftill profefs Popery. 


Tue Bifhops of Germany are ufually 
of the beft Families in the Empire, and 
Temporal Princes in their refpective Dio- 
cefes: There were formerly, befides the three 
Ecclefiaftical Electors, of Mentz, Triers, 
and Cologn, five Archbifhops, and thirty 
Bifhops, who had Voices in the Diet of 
the Empire ; but the Archbifhopricks of 
Magdeburg, Bremen and Riga, and the 
Bithopricks of Halberflat, Minden, and 
Verden, are now fecularized, and converted 
into Dutchies: Metz, Teul, Verdun, Be- 
incon, and Strafburg, are united to France: 
Valefia, Laufanne, and Coire, have been 
abolithed by the Switzers. From whence 
it appears, that there are not in the Col- 
lege of the Princes of the Empire, more 
than one Archbifhop, viz. the Archbithop 
of Saltfburg, and eighteen other Bithops, 
befides the three Spiritual Eleétors. As to 
the Bifhoprick of Ludeck, thattgs in the 
Hands of the Lutherans, and the Duke 
of Holfein prefents to it. Ofnabrug is pof- 
fefled alternately by a Lutheran, and Ro- 
man-Catholick. The Lutheran is always of 
the Hanover Family: His Britifh Ma- 


jefty’s Grandfather and Uncle were Bithops 


of it. Formerly the Emperor had the In- 
veftiture of all Bifhops in his Dominions ; 
but the Council of Trent gave the fole 
Power of conferring Ecclefiaftical Digni- 
ties to the Pope. Befides Bifhops, there 
are other Ecclefiaftical Princes who have 
Voices in the Diets of the Empire, as the 
Mafter of the Yeutonick Order, the Abbots 
of Fuld, Hirchfield, Murback, Kempten, 
Corbey, Prun, Stabel, Ludors, the Grand 
Prior of Malta, the Provofts of Elvang, 
and Berefolaguden, who fit below the

As to the Marriages of the Germans, 
I fhall only take Notice of one Particular, 
wherein they differ from us, which is 
this: If a Prince, or Perfon of Diftinétion, 
marries his Inferior, fhe has no Title to 
be endowed, nor can her Children inherit 
till they obtain an Act of the Diet to qua- 
lify them to fucceed their Father.

HE Knights of the Empire, befides 

thofe of the Teutonick Order (who 
are at this Day of little Repute) are the 
dubbed Knights, whom the Emperor, like 
other Princes, creates by ftriking them 
lightly on the Shoulders with a naked 
Sword, and faying to cach of them, E/fo 
Miles Det & Sanéti Stephani. 

Tere is a Branch of the Knights 
of Malta in the Emperor's hereditary Do- 
minions, who have Poffeffions in Bobemia, 
Auftria, Silefa and Tyrol. The Emprefs- 
Dowager'E/eonora, in 1662," founded two 
Orders of Ladies, who are a Sort of 
Knights, the firft is called the Order of 
the Slaves of Virtue, becaufe they profefs 
a more fevere Virtue than others; they 
are thirty in Number, Part Proteftants, 
and Part Papifts; their Badge is a Golden 
Medal, reprefenting a Sun encompafled 
with a Lawrel Garland, and their Motto 
Sola ubique triumphat: The Emprefs is 
great Miftrefs of the Order. The fecond 
is, that of the United Crofs-Bearers, found- 
ed by an Emprefs, in 1668, becaufe 
when the Palace was burnt, a Golden 
Crucifix, .in which they pretend there 
is a Piece of the Crofs, was‘ found in 
the Ruins untouched by the Flames. 
Thefe gare all Papifts, and wear on their 
Left Side a Crofs, faftened to a black Rib- 
bon, at the End of which there is a {park- 
ling Star; in the Middle there are two 
‘ 


coloured Lines, four Eagles about it, and 
the Motto round it is Salus & Gloria. 
Their Patrons are the Mother of God and 
Saint Yofepb. It was confirmed by Pope 
Clement ; 
Spiritual Infpector, and the Emprefs their 
Protectrefs: She made feventeen Ladies of 
the Order in May, .1698. As for the Ti- 
tle of Armiger, or Efquire, it is not known 
in the Empire. A Gentleman in Germany 
is called Edellute, which fignifies {uch as 
from the Blood of their Anceftors, the 
Favour of their Prince, or their own Me. 
rit are raifed above the Multitude: ‘Some 
of thcfe Gentlemen in Franconia, Suabia, 
and upon the Rbine are free from Taxes, 
and fubject to no other Courts but the 
Emperor's, and have the Titles of Free 
Gentlemen, or Ordo Equeftris. 

THERE is a Matriculation Book or 
Regifter, kept by the Elector of Mentz, 
Chancellor of the Empire, containing the 
Names of all the Princes and States who 
are Members of the Empire, with the 
Time of their Inveftiture; the Forces and 
Treafure every one is obliged to contribute 
for the Defence and Support of it. Here 
are alfo entered the Admiffion of all Per- 
fons to Honours or Offices in the Empire, 
which is called a Matriculation, and gives 
them the Pofleffion of their Eftates and 
Dignities.

BOHEMIA. AV ING confidered the State of 
ah i H the German Empire, I proceed 


to defcribe the Hereditary Domi- 
nions of the Emprefs-Queen, which lie 
contiguous ta it on the Eaft and South- 
Eaft, viz. Bobemia, Hungary, Tranjfilva- 
nia, Sclavonia, the Aufirian Patt of Bo/- 
nia and Croatia ; which are frequently ftiled 
the Frontier Provinces of the Houfe of 
Aufiria, as they lie upon the Frontiers to- 
wards Poland and Turkey. 

Tur Name of Bobenia, according to 
Tacitus, was given to this Country by the 
Boit, a People of Gaul, who retired into 
the Hyrcinian Foref, of which this was 
Part, rather than fubmit to Czfar, the Ro-

Tue Hills of this Country are many 
of them barren Rocks; but the Soil in 
the Valleys between them, is tich, pro 
ducing Corn and Wine fufficient for them- 
{elves ; but their Wine is fmall, and not 
fit for Exportation. Their Lands pro- 
duce great Quantities of good Barley and 
Hops, of which they make fo much 
Beer, that they export it to foreign Coun- 
tries. Flax and Hemp alfo they have 
great Quantities of, and fend a good deal 
of their Linen Manufadtures abroad. Eng- 
land takes what is called Silefa Lawns, 
and other Linen from them: But whe- 
ther it be all the Product of that Country 
which is called fo, is very much queftion- 
ed; fome fuppofe, that the French carry 
their Lawns to Hamburgh, and difpofe of 
them to the Englifh Merchants for Silefia 
Lawns.

Genius. HE Bungarians are a brave People, | of their Country, and tyrannize over them ; 


and more inured to War than any 
Nation of Europe; the Country having 
been the grand Scene of Aétion between 
the Chriftians and Turks, for upwards of 200 
Years. When the prefent Emprefs-Queen 
was reduced to the utmoft Diftrefs in the laft 
War, by a Confederacy of her moft pow- 
erful Neighbours, the brave Hungarians 
gave a furprifing Turn to her Affairs, and 
prevented the Lofs of her hereditary Do- 


and though the Hungarians have formerly 
appeared difaffected to the sdufirian Fa- 
mily for the Reafons above-mentioned, the 
prefent Queen no fooner promifed them a 
Reftoration of their Rights and Privileges, 
and a Toleration of their Religion, than 
they exerted them{clves in her Caufe, and 
by their late Services have abundantly made 
Amends for their former Mifcarriages, if

fometimes the French, offering them their 
Proteétion, it is Hot tc be much wondered if 
they accepted foreign Affiftance, not only 
to reftore their Conftitution, but to pre- 
ferve them{elvcs from: the Tortures inflict- 
ed by the Inquifition.

the Nature of their Conftitution. It is 
difficult to difcover what was the original 
Form of Government here, or in any o- 
ther Country ; and if we could, I {ee no 
Manner of Reafon why People fhould be 
always obliged to adhere to the firft rude 
Plan, and not alter and amend their Laws, 
when the Alteration of their Circumftances 
require it, provided this be done by thofe 
in whom the legiflative Authority is. veft- 
ed. The Patriarchs might have a natural 
Right to govern their Families, and. it 
might be unnatural to rebel againft them, 
and difobey their Commands; but no o- 
ther Chiefs can pretend to a natural Right , 
to govern any People. All legal Govern- 
ments, fince thofe Days, muft be founded 
in the Confent of the People; no Man 
has naturally any Right to command an- 
other, and though he be elected Governor 
by the Community, his Authority ie 
no further than the Conditions on which 
he received it. If he extends it further, 
he is fo far a Ufurper upon the Rights of 
Mankind ; fuch a Force is as much a U- 
furpation, as if he had at firft ufurped the 
Dominion of the People by Force or 
Fraud; and the fame may be faid of a 
Republick, or any other Form of Govern- 
ment; when they become Tyrants, they 
are no longer entitled to our Allegiance. 
It 
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Ir appears, that the Hungarians have, 
at different Periods, been under different 
Forms of Government ; fometimes the 
Republican Form; at others, an abfolute 
Monarchy ; then a limited Monarchy has 
prevailed : And in fome Periods, their 
Crown has been hereditary, and at others, 
elective: There have been perpetual Strug- 
gles between the People and their Princes ; 
tlcir Sovereigns endeavouring to extend 
their Prerogatives, and thcir People to li- 


mit and ~ ee their Power, and fhare it! 
with them ; and perhaps have gone fo far 


as to judge of their Princes Aétions, and 


call them to Account, thinking themfelves 


to be fuprcme, and looking on their King 
in no other Light than as the chief Ma- 
giftrate, or rather Servant of the Publick : 
But whatever the Government be, pro- 
vided it be not tyrannical, it feems to be 
agreed, that when a Government is once 
fettled, the Subjeéts are bound in Con- 
fcience to obey ; though what Time muft 
elapfe, before a Government is to be ac- 
counted fettled, and when a Government 
is to’ be accounted tyrannical, fo far as to ab- 
folve the People from their Allegiance, is dif- 
fcult to determine ; and perhaps are Points 
that never have, and never will be fettled.

100,000 /. per Annum, arifing chiefly from 
the Duties laid on Minerals and on their 
Cattle: But then the Sovereign affembles 
the States almoft every Ycar, and demands 
fuch Sums as are neceflary for the Support 
of the Government and other Ufes, which 
is feldom refufed her: And if it be, her 
Majefty. knows how to compel the Pay- 
ment: But the will not, it is prefumed, 
proceed to fuch Extremities, after the im- 
portant Services the Hungarians have done 
her: However, they did not feem very 
ready to raife the laft Sums the Govern- 
ment demanded of them. They expect 
to be ufed, at leaft, as tenderly as the Au- 
firians, and not pay a greater Proportion 
of Taxes than they do, as they behaved 
fo generoufly in the Defence of her Ma- 
jefty, in her great Diftrefs; but the u- 
frrians are too apt to treat the other Pro- 
vinces with great Rigour, and frequently 
with Contempt. And as the Emprefs is a 
Native of that Country, they expect that the 
Hungarians fhould ftoop to them, and 
bear the greateft Burthens; while the Hun- 
garians, on the other hand, expect to be 
treated as their Equals at leaft, and not to 
be loaded with Taxes when the Auffrians 
fcarce feel them ; and, no doubt, the Em- 
prefs, like other Princes, is apt to be partial 
to the Country of which fhe is a Native. 
As to the Forces of Hungary, the whcle 
Country is a well-regulated Militia, the 
beft perhaps in Europe. The Emprefs can 
never want Men here, if fhe has Money 
to pay them. The Horfe are called Hy/- 
fars, and the Foot Heydukes ; and we find 
the firft in the Service of every Nation in 
Europe. They let themfelves out like the 
Swifs, to any Nation that will pay them, 
either by the Confent or Connivance of the 
Government, in Time of Peace, I pre- 
fume; but in War, one ‘would think, the 
Emprefs fhould require their Service at 
Home: However, we find them among 
the Troops of almoft every Nation. 
Tuer Horfes are not fo large as the 
Germans, but nimble, and exceeding well 
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managed: As their Troopers Stirrops areHUNGAry, 


fhort, they rife up and ftand upon them 
when they ftrike, and will feparate a Man’s 
Head from his Body at one Blow. In King 
Wilhiam's War in Flanders, Anno 1695) 
in which the Writer of thefe Sheets ferved, 
fome Troops of Wood's; or Wyndbam's 
Horfe, were furrounded by a great Body 
of French Huffars, and thinking it in vain 
to refift, were about to furrender them- 
felves Prifoners ; when the Hufars, not 
contented with this, made Signals that they 
fhould ride by them, and they would thew 
them how dexteroufly they could take off 
a Head at a fingle Stroke. The Engli/b 
finding that nothing lefs than their Lives 
would fatisfy the Huffars, became defpe- 
rate, and drawing their Swords, broke 
through their Enemies ; and moft of them 
efcaped back to the Camp. 


Tue ufual Way of travelling by Land, is Travelting, 


on Horfeback, or in an open Chariot, drawn 
by three or four Horfes a-breaft, which 
they do very fwiftly over this level Coun. 
try. In Summer they travel moft com- 
monly by Water, having a great Number 
of navigable Rivers, on which they {fail 
from one great Town to another. The 
Danube is fo deep a River, that they have 
Men of War of fifty Guns upon it, which 
are fometimes engaged with Turki/h Ships 
of the like Dimenfions near Belgrade. 


Ir is much fafer travelling by Water in 
Hungary, than by Land ; for the Hufars, 
who have been ufed to plunder in foreign 
Service, fometimes make very free with 
Travellers at Home; and if Moncey be re- 
fufed, will take it by Force. The Crowds 
of Gypfies we meet with here, are not lefs 
troublefome; thefe are gencrally Handicrafts, 
and live in Towns; but fome rather chufe 2 
vagrant Life, and fubfift by pretending to tell 
Fortunes, as withus. The Dogs that ufed to 
beturned out of the Towns, in Time of War, 
in the Night-Time, to prevent a Surprize 
by an Enemy, alfo, were very dangerous 
to Travellers, if they happened to be be- 
nighted: And though this is not a Pre- 
caution ever ufed by the fortified Towns 
in Flanders, yet 1 obferved that the Dogs in 
the Camp, gencrally gave the firft Alarm

Brrore I leave Hungary, it may be 
proper to take Notice of fome of the 
Bridges over the Danube. The Bridge of 
Effeck, which is built at the Confluence of 
the Drave and the Danube, and over the 
Marfhes adjoining to thofe Rivers, is five 
Miles in Length, and at the Diftance of 
every Quarter of a Mile has Towers upon 
it. This is a confiderable Pafs, where ma- 
ny a Skirmifh has happened between the 
Chriftians and the Turds in the Hungarian 


Wars. The Flying-Bridge of Boats be-| 


tween Buda and Pef is one of the moft 
extenfive of the Kind, being half a Mile in 
Length ; but the moft magnificent Bridge 
that ever was laid over the Danube, was 
that erected by the Romans, the Ruins 
whereof are ftill vifible, about feventy or 
eighty Engli/> Miles from Belgrade. It 
appears to have confifted of twenty Piles 
or Pillars of hewn Stone, 100 Feet high, 
the Bafis of each being a Square of fixty 
Feet of a Side, the Diftance between every 
one of the Pillars 170 Feet, which was 
by Confequence the Breadth of every 
Arch; the following Infcription being en- 
graved on the moft confpicuous Part of 
the Bridge, viz. PROVIDENTIA AUG. VERE 
Pontiricis Virtus RoMANA QUID NON 
DOMAT suB JUGUM ECCE? RAPITURET 
Danvstus; and to perpetuate the Memory 
of this grand Stru¢ture, Silver Medals were 
ftamped with the Word Danusius upon 
them. 

Tne Iflands in the Danube next deferve 
our Notice, no River having fuch a Num- 
ber of Iflands, and of fuch Dimenfions ; 
there is one a little below Buda, forty 
Miles long, which has a great many Vil- 
lages upon it. There is another large Ifland 
at the Confluence of the Danube and the 
Drave; but the largeft and moft fruitful 
is that of Schutz, near Prefburg, being 
upwards of forty Miles in Length, and 
twenty in Breadth, which was given to 
Prince Eugene of Savoy for his Services a~ 
gainft the Turks.

culiar to themfelves, and very difficult to Languageand 


learn; few Foreigners attempt it : Some re- 
femble it to the Hebrew, becaufe it is go- 
verned by Points; but the common Pco- 
ple, tis faid, have Latin enough to be un- 
derftood,, and to converfe with Strangers. 
This, therefore, is a Language that will 
beft qualify a Man to travel through Hun- 
gary, as well as Poland, whete every Pea- 
fant and Hoftler has fomething of it. But 
this having been the Seat of War for fo 
many Years, Learning feems to have a- 
bandoncd the Country. There is not one 
Univerfity in it; Gentlemen that defire to 
improve themfelves in the liberal Arts, re- 
fort to the Univerfities of Vienna, Prague 
or Breflaw. 


Most of the People of this Country Religion, 


were Difciples of ‘fobn Hufs, and after- 
wards of ‘fohn Calvin, but divided, like the 
Bobemians, into a Multitude of Seéts, and 
fome of them entertaincd very extravagant 
Opinions, which gave fome Pretence to 
the Roman-Catholicks for raifing a Perfecu- 
tion againft them; but as they are grown 
wifer by their Misfortunes, and have done 
their Sovereign eminent Services of late, 
fhe has promifed them a ‘Toleration of 
their Religion, and a Reftoration of their 
Privileges ; and as the Turks have now en- 
tirely abandoned Hungary, and their 
great Leaders, Ragotfei and Teckivy, are 
dead, who ufed to incite them to 
difturb the Government, more to ferve 
their own Ends, than to advance the 
Proteftant Caufe, as feems evident from 
Ragotfei’s turning Papift before he died ; 
and as the prefent Emprefs appears to re- 
tain a grateful Senfe of the Services the 
Hungarians have done, they will be cau- 
tious how they incur her Difpleafure for 
the future, ‘tis prefumed, the Spirit of 
Perfecution will reign no longer in that 
Country, which has been as prejudicial to 
the Interefts of the Houfe of Au/ria, as it 
has been deftructive to the Subjects of that 
Kingdom.

has been recovered ; and they think the 
Empire is now poffefled of a fufficient 
Barrier againft the Tards.

OLAND was known to the Ro- 

mans by the Name of Sarmatia Eu- 

ropea, which was indeed a Subdivi- 
fion of Scythia. It had afterwards the Name 
of Sclavonia, or rather, it was a Part of 
that extenfive Country, which compre- 
hended feveral Kingdoms and States; 
though the modern Sclavonia is confined 
within very narrow Limits, namely, to 
that Country which lies between the Ri- 
vers Drave and Save. 

POLAND obtained its modern Name 
from the Sclavonian Word Pole, which fig- 
nifies a Plain, this being generally a plain 
level Country, except on the South, where 
it is encumbered by the Carpathian Moun- 
tains. 

Ir is fituate between 16 and 34 De- 
grees of Eaft Longitude, and between 46 
and 57 Degrees of North Latitude, bound- 
ed by the Baltick Sea and Livonia on the 
North, by Refia on the Eaft, by Turkey, 
Tranfiluania, and Hungary, from which it 
is divided by the Curpathian Mountains, 
on the South, and by Pomerania, Branden- 
burg, Silefia, and Moravia on the Wett.

That the Populace, at the Inftigation of 
the Magiftrates, broke open the College 
Gates, the Chapel, and Oratories, demo- 
lifhed the Altars, broke down the Images, 
efpecially that of the Bleffed Virgin, which 
they carried off and burnt publickly, cry- 
ing out, Now, Woman, fave thyfelf: That 
the Mob afterwards returned to the Col- 
lege again, broke open the Gates a fecond 
Time, beat and abufed the Students, and 
plundered them of their Goods, and would 
have murdered the Fathers, if the Com- 
mandant.of the City, who, till then, re- 
fufed his Adiiftance, had not compelled 
the Populace to leave the College.

in the River at different Times, at Afiracan 
about the End of February, and atyCafan 
a Month later. The Banks and Sands 
alfo are altered almoft every Year by the 
Force of the Current, and the Navigation 
is very difficult for Veflels drawing above 
five Feet Water, except in the Time of 
the Flood, when the largeft flat-bottomed 
Veficls have fufficient Water. At thofe: 
Times we may fee Veffels in this River 
carrying 600 Tuns, and in fome Seafons 
they have Barks of greater Burthen. Thére 
is a vaft Trade carricd on upon this River 
from many confiderable Towns, but the 
greateft from ‘Yars/law and Cafan, their 
Veffels carrying from 150 to 200 Men. 
There are prodigious Quantities of Fith 
taken in this River, and fent either falted 
or frozen to the moft diftant Parts of the 
Ruffian Empire, and they have a great 
Trade in Cavear (the Roes of Sturgeons) ' 
vhich is much efteemed by all the Goun- 
triesin Europe. In the Year 1749, the 
Armenians fent above 100 Tons of Cave
